MIGRATION 


Wonderful Instinct They Display 
im Their Journeyiugs. 


Quadrupeds Are Not Regular in Their 
Migrations as Are Fishes, Birds and 
Insecte—Curious Habits of Birds 
in Flight. 


The migration of certain animals, at 
aad seasons, from one country to 

nother, in search of a climate or dis- 
trict congenial to their habits, forms one 
ofthe most remarkable phenomena in 
natural history. 

Migration takes place with quadru- 
peds, fishes. birds and insects, writes 
Prof. S. M. Wayland, inthe New York 
Ledger. As to the first, it does not ap 
pear thatany of them migrate period- 
ically and regularly, like many species 
of fish and birds, for which a sufficient 
reason may be found in the almost un- 
interrupted passage which airand water 
permit, whilst the land offers many im- 
pediments to change of place Yet some 


a! vadrupeds are suddenly seized by the | 


desire of migration. The lemming rat, 
which isfound in the northern part of 
Europe, migrates at irregular periods 
when a severe winter is ap proach ning in 
incredible numbers, and always in a 
Straight sie stopping not for rivers or 
lakes. Some other quadrupeds, also, 
occasionally move in large numbers. and 
for considerable distances; but these ex- 
peditions do nct take place at regular 
periods, and seem to be owing to acci- 
dental causes. 

Some fishes move into warmer situa- 
tions during winter; thus the salmon 
leaves the rivers and shores, on the ap- 


proach of winter, to seek the warmer 
waters of the deep sea. Other fish do 
the same. The cod-fish move in great

It is curious to note the queer way in 
which populations have shifted in the 
course of ages. Asia, as the cradle of 
the human race, first became thickly 
settled, and contain@® to-day two coun- 
tries—China and Hindostan—where the 
population is extremely dense. But 
portions of Asia-—such as Arabia and 
Persia—from all accounts must have 
lost half, if not more, of their popula- 
tion during the last thousand years. 

Great as the Shah of Persia fancies 
himself to be, he is but a puny prince 
compared with the great Darius or, 
Xerxes. 

Africa has likewise suffered an cnor- 
mous loss of population since ancient 
times. We have ample proof that the 
valley of the Nile once swarmed with 
life, and all through North Africa, now 
almost a desert, given up to wild beasts 
and wilder men, civilization once flour- 
ished toa remarkable extent. 

Europe was settled from the south, 
and the very small pertion comprising 
Italy, Spain and the islands of the Med- 
iterranean Sea were populous for 
centuries, while that we know now as 


France, Germany. England, Austriaand 
Russia were forests and deserts, quite 
as barbarous and uncultivated as the 
present interior of Africa. 

These were the countries of antiquity, 
North and South America and Australia 
being unknown.
